Pickets were withdrawn shortly 
after 10 a.m. and more than 4000 
shoe workers who had refused to 
cross picket lines established by 
24 members of the retail and 
wholesale union began returning 
to work, 

Full resumption of operations at 
the company's five St. Louis 
plants and warehouse was €X- 
pected by Monday. This will 
enable the reopening of plants in 
three states, employing 14,000, 
which had been closed down be- 
cause of inability to get materials 
from the plants shut down here. 

Settlement was completed this 
morning and was accomplished 
through efforts of a three-man 
panel of federal conciliators. The 
conciliators were Arthur R. Hale 
and George Gorder of St. Louis

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RECORD BOOST IN MONTH 


IN RETAIL FOOD PRICES 


Labor Bureau Survey Shows Increase of 13.8 
Pct. Between June 15 and July 15— 
Slight Decline Later. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 9 (UP)— 
The Government reported today 
that retail food prices increased a 
record-breaking 13.8 per cent be- 
tween June 15 and July 15. 


The Bureau of Labor Statistics, 
which measures prices, said the 
rise was the greatest one-month 
jump in United States history. Its 
survey was made after food subsi- 
dies had ended and while price 
controls were suspended. 

In the last week of July, food 
prices declined slightly, the Bu- 
reau said, 

A preliminary report Tuesday 
set the month's food cost increase 
at 13 per cent, but detailed fig- 
ures showed a greater jump. To- 
day's report also included a break- 
down by cities, 

The fastest rises occurred in 
Chicago, where prices went up 17.9 
per cent; Boston, 17.3; and Min- 
neapolis, 17, The slowest among 
56 cities surveyed were Mobile, 
Ala., 8.3 per cent; Salt Lake City, 


9.7, and Seattle, 10.2. The increase 
in St, Louls was 15.1 per cent, 

In the first authoritative gov- 
ernment survey of what happened 
to consumer food prices after the 
end of subsidies: and OPA, the 
Bureau gave this summary: 

MEAT—Led the movement with 
a 30 per cent rise as prices of 
livestock in primary markets 
moved up 20 per cent. Supplies 
were large. Beef and veal rose 45 
per cent, pork 32 per cent, lamb 
24 per cent. Some of the greatest 
increases were 50 per cent for 
chuck roast, 47 per cent for round 
steak and rib roast, 30 per cent 
for pork chops and ham, and 40 
per cent for veal cutlets. Meat 
prices on July 15 were 32 per cent 
higher than a year earlier and 82 
per cent above August 1939.

NEARING EPIDEMIC 
ON THE EAST SIE 


Officer for Four-County 
Area Says 67 Cases 
Have Been Listed This 

_ Year, 9 Today.

Nine new cases of infantile 
paralysis and one death from the 
disease were reported on the Kast 
Side today, as the Illinois State 
district health officer said that 
poliomyelitis is “approaching the 
epidemic stage” in the area. 

Dr, Norman J, Rose, health of- 
ficer for Madiaon, St. Clair, Clin- 
ton and Bond counties, said a 
total of 67 cases of polio and six 
deaths from the dinease among 
residents of the four counties 
have been reported thus far this 
ear, 

Walter Cleon Whitlock, 13-year- 
old son of Mr. and. Mrs. Walter 
P, *Yhitlock, 12 South Eighty-sec- 
ond street, Belleville, died late 
yesterday at St. Mary's Hospital, 
East St. Louis, of infantile paraly- 
sis. His father is a former mathe- 
matics teacher at Kast St. Louis 
High School. 

Three of today's cases were in 
Belleville, three in the Alton-Wood 
River area, one in Granite City, 
one in East St. Louis and one in 
Centreville Township. Five of the 
patients were taken to the isola- 
tion ward of St. Mary's Hospital, 
which was opened last week. 
Three others are being treated at 
St. Anthony's Hospital in Alton, 
and one is in isolation at home. 

Health authorities consider that 
a disease has reached an epidemic 
stage when a fairly heavy con- 
centration, about one in each 1000 
residents, is reported in the same 
area. The population of the East 
Side counties is about 250,000, and 
on that basis the disease would 
not be epidemic in the entire area 
until about 250 cases had been 
reported. 

No new cases of polio were re- 
ported today among residents of 
St. Louls or St. Louls county. A 
total of 42 cases have been re- 
ported in the city and 29 in the 
county thus far this year. Five 
persons have died here from the 
disease. Last year there were 29 
deaths from polio in 8t. Louis, 
three of them occurring up to the 
end of July.

LEAVE PAY BILL, 
GIVING | OMILLION 
Nan TO COLLECT 


Payment of Estimated 
$2,700,000,000 Author- 
ized—Measure Affects 
N o n - Commissioned 
Men of Services. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 9 (AP)— 
President Truman today signed 
into law a bill giving 15,000,000 
veterans the right to collect termi- 


nal leave pay. 

The measure authorizes the pay- 
ment of an estimated $2,700,000,000 
in cash and five-year bonds to 
non-commissioned members of the 
armed forces who did not receive 
all of the furlough time to which 
they were entitled, 

It was signed by Truman at a 
midday White House ceremony. 

This was attended by Gen. 
Omar Bradley, Veterans’ Adminis- 
tor; representatives of the Ameri- 
can Legion, the Veterans of For- 
eign Wars, Disabled American 
Veterans and other service organ- 
izations, and by Representatives 
Rogers (Dem.), Florida; Riley, 
(Dem.), South Carolina, and Price 
(Dem.,), Florida, 

Ruling on Officers. 

Answering a frequently asked 
question, the War PDPepartment 
said today that a veteran who 
saw service both in the ranks and 
as an officer may claim reim- 
bursement for leave time he failed 
to use when he was an enlisted 
man, The aggregate leave for 
both commissioned and enlisted 
service may not exceed 120 days, 
however, 

Until now, terminal leave pay 
has been the exclusive preroga- 
tive of officers. 

The bill provides that enlisted 
personnel will be paid for unused 
furlough time at the daily pay 
rate of the last grade held, plus 
70 cent a-tiay for aul an 
in the case of those in the upper 
three pay grades with dependents, 
an additional $1.25 a day for quar- 
ters. 

Payment will be made for the 
number of days of leave due at the 
rate of two and one-half days for 
each month of service, less the 
number of days actually taken. 

Truman yesterday signed a bill 
appropriating $2,431,708,000 for the 
purpose. If, as expected, claims ex- 
ceed this amount, Congress will 
vote more later. 

Other Bills Signed. 

The President signed also a 
number of other bills affecting 
veterans. These will: 

Authorize the Veterans’ Admin- 
istration to operate canteens in 
hospitals and veterans’ homes and 
provide a $4,000,000 fund, 

Permit about 10,000 veterans 
who lived in enemy lands in the 
war to receive benefits if they 
were not disloyal to the United 
States, 

Give full pensions to about 40,000 
veterans who were disabled while 
serving in peacetime. 

Make $75,000,000 available for 
the Federal Works Administration 
to provide temporary additional 
facilities at colleges training vet- 
erans under the G.I. Bill of Rights, 

Extend re-employment benefits 
under the Selective Service Act to 
former members of the Women's 
Army Auxillary Corps who went 
directly to the Women’s Army

Radioactive Bikini Fish Take Own 
Pictures on Photographic Plates 


OFF BIKINI ATOLL, Aug. 9 
(UP)—Comdr. Roger Revelle, Navy 
oceanographer in charge of Op- 
eration Crossroads’ survey work, 
said today the atom bomb had 
made it incumbent on military 
intelligence to obtain full informa- 
tion on currents in the world’s 
harbors. 

The shallow underwater atomic 
burst, he said, demonstrated the 
bomb’s capacity to spread linger- 
ing radioactive poison and had 
created a “host of problems.” 

“If radioactivity from a bomb 
were spread rapidly by currents, 
it might poison a whole harbor,” 
Revelle said. “The study of har- 
bor currents all over the world is 
indicated.” 

He suggested that the atomic 
bomb might be a weapon of bio- 
logical importance as well as 
useful in poison and explosive war- 
ware, For some as yet unex- 
plained reason, marine plants — 


such as algae—have an inordinate 


appetite for radioactive fission 
products, he said, 

Reef fish feeding on the plants 
— the so-called bottom-feeders — 
are becoming radioactive to the 
point where a high mortality rate 
can be expected, Revelle said. 
Fish which survive may be un- 
able to reproduce. 


Some fish caught since Baker 
Day have been so radioactive that 
they have “taken their own pic- 
tures” when placed on a photo- 
graphic plate, Revelle said.

HOW TO APPLY 
FOR LEAVE PAY 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 7 (AP) — 
Four steps to be followed by dis- 
charged veterans in applying for 
terminal leave pay were outlined 
officially today as President Tru- 
man signed the legislation author- 
izing the $2,700,000,000 outlay. 


The steps as listed by the Treas- 
ury, War and Navy departments: 

1, Obtain from any post office 
a form entitled “Claim for set- 
tlement, unused leave,” and an 
accompanying instruction sheet. 

2. Fill out this form. Help 
may be obtained at any of 3000- 
odd veterans’ community infor- 
mation or advisory centers, or at 
the office of any state or county 
veterans’ service officer. 

3. Swear to the _ statements 
made in the form before a no- 
tary public or other authorized 
civil officer. Most community in- 
formation or advisory centers 
will provide the service free. 

4. Mail the completed form, to- 
gether with a discharge certifi- 
cate or certificate of service, to 
the appropriate, Army, Navy, 
Marine Corps or Coast Guard 
paying officer listed on the re- 
verse side of the claim form, 

Payment will be made by mail 
“as soon as possible” and the sup- 
porting documents returned, 


Affects 15 Million. 


The legislation,; which also will 
equalize leave benefits of officers 
and enlisted men still on active 
duty, calls for payment of an esti- 
mated $2,700,000,000 in cash and in- 
terest-bearing five-year bonds to 
about 15,000,000 former members 
of the Army, Navy, Marines and 
Coast Guard. It is the first major 
revision of leave policies in the 
armed forces in 70 years. 

For those now in service, the 
act limits the amount of leave any 
individual may accumulate to 60 
days, instead of the 120 days of- 
ficers hitherto could accumulate. 
Those still on active duty who 
have piled up 61 to 120 days’ 
credit as of Sept. 1 will be reim- 
bursed in cash or bonds for all 
days over 60. As more leave time 
accrues at the rate of 30 days a 
year, they must use it or lose it. 

Those who have been discharged 
will be paid in cash or bonds:for 
accumulated leave up to 120 days 
between Sept. 8, 1939, and Sept. 1 
1946.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 9 (AP)— 
Led by food prices, which rose 1.1 
per cent in the week ended Aug. 
3, wholesale prices were reported 
by the Bureau of Labor Statistics 
last night to be 10.9 per cent above 
the end of June, when price con- 
trols were suspended. 

The index of wholesale prices 
reached 125 per cent of the 1926 
average in the week endd Aug. 3.

ROCHESTER, N. Y., Aug. 9 
(AP)—A State Supreme Court 
justice ruled today he had no 
power to order the University of 
Rochester to release samples of 
Uranium and Plutonium for in- 
spection by an individual who 
Claimed his health was ftmpaired 
by the substances. : 

The university is “custodian” of 
minute particles of the substances 
used in development of the atom 
bomb. 

Justice Fred D, Cribb said the 
“top secret” materials were the

Campaign Head Asserts 
President Is ‘Bigger 
Peacetime Spender 
Than Roosevelt.’ 


WASHINGTON, Aug, 9 (UP)— 
The Republican high command to- 
day accused President Truman of 
trying to hoodwink the public with 
political hocus-pocus about a bal- 


anced budget. 

It announced it was making a 
cOngressional election campaign 
issue this fall of the administra- 
tion's ‘failure to balance the 
budget, which, has been out of 
balance since 19931, 

Representative Clarence h 
Brown of Ohio, Republican Na- 
tional Committee campaign direc- 
tor, said in a statement issued 
through Republican national head- 
quarters that the revised budget 
presented by» Truman Saturday 
“is accepted in the spirit in which, 
presumably, it was given—as a 
political iasue in the 1946 elec- 
tions,” 

He also said the revised budget 
is “misleading either through the 
use of imagination or “inganna- 
tion.” Webster’s New International 
Dictionary defines “ingan” as a 
corruption of the word “onion.” 

Increase in Federal Income, 

Truman reported Saturday that 
Government income for the pres- 
ent fiscal year was running 
$8,100,000,000 more than his fore- 
cast of last January, but that the 
Government would be some $1,900- 
000,000 in the red for fiscal 1947— 
even though he has ordered exe- 
cutive agencies to trim their bud- 
gets $2,200,000,000 below author- 
ized expenditures. 

The President said the budget 
would have shown a surplus for 
fiscal 1947 had it not been for 
legislation not contemplated last 
January. He set a “substantial 
budget surplus” as a goal for fis- 
cal 1948, . 

Brown sald, “Mr. Truman has 
talked about balanced budgets be- 
fore, and before him Mr, Roose- 
velt talked about balanced bud- 
gets for many long years, but 
every result was the same—more 
deficits and more debt. 

“This time with a huge federal 
income of 35 to 39 billion dollars 
and with the opportunity. to cut 
down on wartime apending and 
payrolls, Mr. Truman ia losing the 
most favorable opportunity ever 
resented to balance the budget.

‘Peacetime Spender.’ 

Brown said Truman is proving 
to be a bigger peacetime spender 
than Roosevelt, charged that the

Deliveries Frozen. 

The War Assets Administration | 
froze deliveries of surplus alumi- | 
num sheet in several midwestern | 
and southern states pending a | 
WAA-FBI investigation of pur- | 
chases under which the disposal | 
agency said one or two compa-| 
nies might have “cornered the 
market.” 

WAA spokesman told a report- 
er that 43 persons or more were 
using veterans’ priority certifi- 
cates to buy large quantities of 
the scarce sheet from surplus 
stocks, The bulk of these pur- 
chases later was offered to a 
single midwest concern, its iden- 
tity not disclosed. 

WAA said the fact the FBI is col- 
laborating in its inquiry does not 
indicate that the Government Is 
charging criminal intent. The 
priority certificates involved in the 
purchases apparently were in the 
hands of bona fide veterans, the 
agency spokesman said, adding: 

“There is no definite indication 
that this was more than an exer- 
cise of the veterans’ priority be- 
yond the intent of the Surplus 
Property Act.” 

However, he said, the fact that 
the surplus metal was reaching , . 
only one or two firms indicated a 7 
breach of the legal requirement 
that federal surpluses be equit- 
ably distributed. 

Discovery of Deal. 

The situation came to light, he 
said, when various regional of- 
fices discovered that half the sur- 
plus metals were being bought by 
Southwestern buyers. It then was 
found that the purchasers were 
“selling to one of the 43 members 
of the group, who in turn under- 
took to sell the bulk of the mate- 
rial to a firm in the Midwest.” 

The freeze on sheet aluminum 
sales followed to permit a “review 
of the entire situation.” It ap- 
plies to WAA regional offices in 
Missouri, Texas, Kansas and 
some other states. 

The agency withheld the names 
of all the persons and firms in- 
volved, as well as the value of the 
metal concerned. 

The spokesman said the case 
was one of those which prompted 
last Friday’s WAA order prohibit- 
fing brokers from using the prior- 
ity granted to veterans and small 
businesses, 

Wire Screen Purchase. 

The Slaughter committee an- 
nounced that Benjamin F. Fields, 
whose name has figured in the 
Senate War Investigating Commit- 
tee Inquiry into the Garsson mu- 
nitions combine, will be its first 
witness next week. 

Fields is to be questioned about 
the purchase from WAA of 539 
rolls'of scarce wire screen needed 
in the veterans’ housing program. 
The WAA has announced that 
Fields’s bid “corresponded almost 
exactly” with the amount on hand 
at a Richmond (Va.) surplus de- 
pot. 

Besides wanting to know wheth- | 
er the contract broker had “inside 
information” on the amount of 
‘surplus wire screen available for 
purchase, Wise told reporters the 
committee wants answers to these 
questions: 

1. Are brokers and middlemen 
making unnecessarily high 
profits from surplus goods 
siles? 

2. Is the Government getting 
proper return for items solid? 

3. Are veterans and other pri- 
ority claimants getting their 
proper share of the scarce mate- 
rials? 

Representative Rizley (Rep.), 
and some other committee mem- 
bers have contended on the House 
floor that a “national scandal” 
exists in surplus property han- 
dling. 

Wise, while forecasting a “tight 
position” for several persons in- 
side and outside the Government, 
said testimony taken by commit- 
tee representatives thus far has 
disclosed no fraud on the part of 
any of those involved,

TO NATIONS SIGNING ACCORD 


_ WASHINGTON, Aug. 9 (AP)— 
Alien Property Custodian James

come available royalty-free to na- 
tions that signed the patent ac- 
cord in London last week.

RADICAL CHANGES 
IN HOUSE STYLES 


Institute Head Says Prewar 
Type of Home, With Im- 
provements, Will Stay. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 9 (UP)— 
The prewar house won't be out of 
style for a long time, in the opin- 
ion of James R, Edmunds Jr,, 
president of the American Insti- 
tute of Architects. 

In face he took a dim view of 
prefabricated houses, and said he 
could not see much future for 
them. 

“I do not anticipate any radi- 
cal changes in the style of houses 
or buildings soon,” he said, add- 
ing that architecture grows by 
“evolution,” not revolution. 

He said that the public, instead 
of expecting radical departures 
in building styles, should look for 
the same similarity as between 
the 1947 automobiles and the 1942 
models. Improvements will come 
—but by a gradual process, he 
said, 

Edmunds, a Baltimore architect, 
talked with a reporter while he 
was here at a meeting of the in- 
stitute’s Executive Committee, 

He looked for more multiple- 
housing developments, which 
mushroomed in wartime. He 
thought that “real progress” has 
been made in this field since the 
depression days, 

Edmunds said he was certain 
that the War Depar':nent’s huge 
Pentagon building would never 
serve as a model for any other 
construction,

_  PORT-AU-PRINCE, Haiti, Aug. 

9 (AP)—Planes rushed help today 
to stricken areas of Haiti, the 
Dominican Republic and Puerto 
Rico, shaken anew yesterday by 
earth tremors. 

The fresh shocks—believed to 
come from a shift in the bed of 
the Atlantic ocean at its deepest 
point, 28,680 feet, about 50 miles 
northeast of the Dominican Re- 
public—senit another tidal wave 
amashing across leveled towns of 
the Dominican Republic and spread 
panic among residents of many 
sections. Fifty-two persons have 
been killed in the Dominican Re- 
public alone since the disturbances 
began. 

Towns along Mona passage—the 
rough stretch of the sea separat- 
ing the Dominican Republic and 
Puerto Rico—appeared to be hard- 
est hit by the tidal wave. Matan- 
zas, on the Dominican northeast 
coast, felt the full force of the 
wave, but many residents of that 
town already had fled to the in- 
terior. Earlier reports said 424 
houses were destroyed in Ma- 
tanzas Sunday. 

More Buildings Wrecked. 

Many buildings which withstood 
the previous shocks—the Guay- 
ando observatory in San Juan, 
Puerto Rico, said there had been 
158 since Sunday—crumbled dur- 
ing a 40-second tremor yesterday 
morning. Reports from the Do- 
minican Republic said panie- 
stricken people jumped from bal-

the coming winter. At the same 
time, Gen. Erskine says, the kind 
of help the veterans will be seek- 
ing from now on will differ from 
that which they sought when 
they first were discharged from 
the armed services. 

The “second wave” of veterans, 
Gen, Erskine gaid, is composed 
of men seeking permanent homes 
and careers based on long-range 
planning of their lives — not 
merely the completion of errands 
regarding discharge papers and 
National Service Life Insurance. 

Peak Use in January. 

Use of the Veterans’ Service 
Center in St. Louis so far has 
run pafallel to the experience of 
others of the 2700 centers for vet- 
erans in the nation. The peak 
use load came last January. Vet- 
erans made 16,523 visits to the 
center in St. Louis that month. 
This number dropped steadily 
through June, when 7974 visits 
were made to the center. 

In July, however, the number 
increased to about 8100, marking 
the beginning of the “second 
wave” of veterans. Many veter- 
ans, having made their first ad- 
justment to civilian life, are re- 
turning with more fundamental 
problems, Of the 85,000 visita of 
veterans to the center since last 
Jan. 1, about 22 per cent were 
repeat calls. 

Gen. Erskine emphasizes the 
need of a more thorough counsel- 
ing service at centers such as the 
one in St. Louis, to take care of 
“second wave.” <A thorough 
vocational counseling service, 
however, has not yet been estab-

Sol Margolin, recently hired to 
take charge of the center’s voca- 
tional and educational guidance 
service, is confining his activities 
to conducting “screening inter- 
views” at present. Also, he co- 
ordinates the activities of other 
agencies in the general field of 
vocational guidance, 


Special Services Outside. 


Margolin is able to give some 
guidance at the center, but veter- 
ans requiring special tests and 
other more intensive service are 
sent outside the center to agencies 
such as the Red Cross or the Unit- 
ed States Employment Service. 
Moors has urged that a complete 
counseling service be set up at the 
center, but the board of directors 
of the center has asked him to try 
the present method first, before 
expanding this service further. 

Many agencies functioning at 

the center are assisting veterans 
in their vocational and educational 
problems one way or another. 
Arthur Sherwood, counselor repre- 
senting the St. Louis Chamber of 
Commerce, has given advice to 
2500 veterans wishing to go into 
business for themselves. Ralph 
Bugbee, employed atthe center by 
the St. Louis Clearing House As- 
sociation, has advised about 1000 
veterans seeking bank loans, in- 
cluding business loans. 
Services by the center’s housing 
bureau for veterans are limited by 
the shortage of housing in St. 
Louls. The center has found 3020 
homes for veterans—but has been 
requested to find 12,186, The pres- 
ent active file contains 8339 appli- 
cations. 


Furlough Pay Help. 


A new service offered by the 
center is assistance to veterang 
applying for benefits under 
terminal leave pay legislation re- 
cently passed. An estimated 130,- 
000 veterans in the St. Louls area 
will be eligible for back pay for 
unused furlough time. The center 
will assist veterans in preparing 
application forms, provide free 
notarization services and make 
photostatic copies of discharge 
certificates without charge. 
Further expansion and improve- 
ment of services at the center is 
anticipated by Moors when the 
center moves to Kiel Auditorium. 
Moors hopes the center will be 
functioning there by Sept. 1, He 
has asked that the War Assets 
Administration send a representa- 
tive to the center so that veterans 
wishing to purchase surplus com- 
modities will mot need to make an 
extra trip to the WAA office in 
the Arcade Building. More than 
200 veterans a month are being 
referred to that agency. 

Veterans are served at the 
Veterans’ Service Center by a 
staff of 22 persons employed by 
the center itself and by another 
40 representatives of agencies par- 
ticipating in the center.

Foreign Ministers the views of 
the 13 atates”? 

I think the Council of Forelgn 
Ministers should consider’ the 
views of the nations which helped 
to win the war even though they 
are not the views of a majority 
of us here. That is why I voted 
for the resolution presented by 
Yugoslavia which recognizes the 
right of a neighboring Allied state 
to present its proposals to the 
Council of Foreign Ministers 
though they fail to get a majority 
vote 

if the foreign ministers were 
convinced that the proposal was 
right and just and in accord 
with world opinion, the forcign 
ministers should not hesitate to 
include it in the treaty to be 
submitted to the states for ratifi- 
cation. 

But I think that the nations 
which sent their sons overseas 
to fight are entitled to the same 
right and I take exception to 
the charge that those of us who 
wish to recognize their right 
are fomenting a third world 
war.

Will Play Vital Role. 


The method of voting which 
finally will be accepted by this 
conference will play a very im- 
portant role In our work and it 
cannot be agreed that this should 
be decided by a majority of a 
single vote, 

One must be excessively naive 
or lacking in any experience in 
international affairs to expect a 
vote on questions of such gravity 
to be attained by the means of 
a simple majority vote, 

The Soviet delegation consid- 
ers it necessary to recall here 
certain essential facts. 

The duty of an international 
conference must be to establish 
unanimity between all the coun- 
tries taking part. It is impos- 
sible to act otherwise when one 
finds himself in the presence of 
different opinions expressed by 
the sovereign states, It will be 
said that unanimity between 21 
nations will be difficult to achieve, 
but nevertheless, having agreed 
to come here, we have as our 
firat duty to try to realize this 
unanimity by reasonable conces- 
sions, otherwise it is impossible 
to arrive at any suitable decision 
on the vital questions which now 
confront us. 

If the little and the great pow- 
ers formulate recommendations 
these countries must, of course, 
be taken into account, whether 
they be small or great. Besides 
the small nations are particularly 
interested in that, because often 
great powers'have used means of 
influence going as far as the 
maintenancé of troops of occupa- 
tion on their territory to influence 
the course of negotiations and to 
bring pressure to bear on them, 
This must not happen in Paris. 


We muat, thus, find the normal 
way. We must not practice here 
a policy of influence. No country 
must use the voices of other coun- 
tries against one of the nations 
‘represented here. The interna- 
'tional law on this matter is well 
known: It is admitted as a golden 
rule that all conferences should 
attain unanimity even if this un- 
animity means much labor, much 
effort, and 
persuade one another that our de- 
cisions muat be taken by as large 
a unanimity as possible. 

It is known that very often in 
intérnational organizations there 
is inslatence on the principle of 
unanimity that must be realized 
among all participating powers, 
The United Nations charter says 
textually that all important dect- 
sions taken by the United Nations 
|General Assembly must have a 
two-thirds majority. In another 
/passage of the charter treating 
of procedure in the Security 
Council it is specifically stated 
that it Is necessary that the votes 
of five permanent members of the 
Security Council are directed to 
the same sense,

ences which as one knows played 
a predominant role, the major de- 
cisions were always taken in com- 
plete accord, Even in the for- 
eign ministers council created at 
the Berlin conference it was de- 
cided that the council, which is 
above all an instrument for a dur- 
able peace, should also function 
on the basis of unanimous accord 
of the four powers. 

Only short-sighted persons can 
believe it possible to arrive at 
good results by neglecting advice 
of other countries, 

The Soviet delegation can re- 
call some excellent examples of 
international co-operation and we 
consider it an honor for us to 
} ‘oclaim anew the necessity for 
realization of this unanimity, In 
any case we cannot agree to any 
departure from. this principle. 
There are the interests of the 
small powers as well as those of 
the great. There is the fate of 
millions of men who, by their 
herolam and by the blood they 
have shed brought us to victory 
nd who. today patiently await 
our decisions. They want to see 
if we are capable of acting as a 
unit now, as we did during the 
war, to realize a certain and last- 
ing peace, 


The Council of Foreign Minis- 
ters of the four powers has sent 
to this conference some proposals 
relative to methods of voting, ap- 
plying as much to the plenary 
session of this conference as to 
the meetings of the committees, 
Concerning plenary sessions it 
has been proposed that decisions 
of the conference on matters of 
procedure should be taken by a 
majority vote, For all other ques- 
tions and alsp for the recommen- 
dations emanating from the con- 
ference, a two-thirds majority has 
been decided, 

It is true that the Council of 
Foreign Ministers needed a great 
deal of time to reach this unani- 
mous opinion. And, I don't need to 
hide it, this decision was reached 
above all thanks to the insistence 
of the Soviet Union. The council 
of foreign ministers of the four 
powers proposed that this confer- 
ence should observe the principle 
of a two-thirds majority on all 
questions of voting and for all 
recommendations formulated by 
this conference during a plenary 
session, 

Despite this decision, the United 
Kingdom proposed a new text to 
the committee according to which 
a vote in the conference should be 
taken by another majority than 
that of two-thirds. This proposal 
encountered strong opposition 
from numerous delegations. It 
was, nevertheless, adopted by the 
committee. 

Here. is the text: 

“The recommendations of the 
plenary conference shall be of two 
kinds: 

“One: Recommendations adopt- 
ed by a two-thirds majority of 
members of the conference: 

“Two: Recommendations which 
have secured more than a half 
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but less than two-thirds, of the 
votes of members of the confer- 
ence, 

“Both kinds of recommendations 
shall be submitted for the conaid- 
eration of the council of foreign 
ministers.” 

Decision of Big 4 Annulled 


The commission has thus be- 
lleved that recommendations ema- 
nating from this conference, even 
if they have won only a simple 
majority, should be sent to the 
foreign ministers council, The re- 
sult of this is to annul the de- 
cisions of the four powers who 
proposed the two-thirds majority. 
Now it will suffice that, of 21 
nations, 11 of them can pronounce 
in favor of a text in order for the 
text to acquire the value of a rec- 
ommendation and for it to be sent 
to the foreign ministers council 
even against the opinion of 10 
other countries, 

It was suggested that even so 
much recommendations would 
have a great weight in the foreign 
ministers’ council and before pub- 
lic opinion of democratic coun- 
tries, The Soviet delegation de 
clares that those who are of that 
opinion risk a great disappoint- 
ment, 

We all know that the recom- 
mendations adopted by the confer- 


ence have no obligatory nature 
before the foreign ministers’ coun- 
cil, On the other hand we all 
believe that it is extremely useful 
to permit each country represent- 
ed here to express his opinion 
before the final texts are elabo- 
rated. 


Would Carry Greater Weight. 


It is very clear that a recom- 
mendation unanimously adopted 
would have a much greater 
weight before the governments 
represented in the ministers’ coun- 
cil as well as before world public 
opinion, 

By insisting on a two-thirds ma 
jority the Soviet delegation is not 
thinking of this question of the 
quantity of votes necessary, but 
we want the manner of voting 
finally adopted to constitute an 
encouragement of all efforts to 
reach unanimity 

This is the fundamental sense 
of the proposal made by the Sov- 
let delegation and alao of the pro 
posals of the foreign ministers’ 
council, 

The decision of the committee 
nullifies the efforts which have 
been made with a view of achiev- 
ing as complete an agreement as 


possible, On the contrary, it

Standards Set Up in Bill.

It would set up 
firm standards in the plants and 
factories which the states approve 
for on-the-job training. 

‘The measure authorizes the Fed- 
eral Government to defray part 
of the expenses incurred by the 
states in inspecting these plants 
and factories, It seta a ceiling on 
total compensation received by the 
G.I. apprentice. 

Hereafter, the total compensa- 
tion—-wages plus Government ;ub- 
sistence payments received by a 
single on-the-job trainee—will not 
be more than $175. If he is mar- 
ried or has other dependents, his 
total will not be more than $200. 

This month's subsistence checks 
will not be adjusted in accord- 
ance with the new law, but vet- 
erang subject to cuts in allowances 
will have to pay back the excess 
funds they receive. 

The Veterans’ Administration be. 
lleves the new Dill will go a long 
way toward suppressing chiselers,

The cases which the adminis 


tration claims to be the real 
threat to its program are those 
in which the veteran is being 
hired as cheap labor under the 
pretext of learning a trade, Typi- 
cal is the case of an ex-G.l, hired 
as a garage mechanic in a small 
southern town, 

His starting salary was $35 a 
week, When the garage was cer- 
tified by the state agency to give 
training, the veteran applied for 
training as a foreman. As soon 
as he was accepted, the garage 
cut his salary to $23 a week. It 
explained that the Government 
subsistence check would make up 
the rest. 

Store Manager Case Cited. 

In a western state, a large re 
tail chain was approved for train- 
ing store managers, The company 
outlined a two and one-half year 
program and said the trainees 
would receive $200 a month on 
completion of the training. 

The company was thus enabled 
to hire good men as managers at 
$75 to $110 a month. It was later 
discovered that the firm had nev- 
er intended to pay more than $150 
and that the “training program” 
was merely a means of getting 
good men at a low salary. 

There have been fewer com- 
plaints about the inatitutional 
training in colleges, trade schools

Wages After Prices 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

Current attempts to blame the work- 
ing people for the rise in the cost of 
living are unfair and without founda- 
tion in fact. During the war, wage in- 
creases were held to approximately 
15 per cent but prices increased about 
45 per cent. Wages increased only aft- 
er prices had increased. This would 
not be the case if the wage increase 
was the cause of the price rise. At the 
same time, labor productivity increased 
considerably, so that the labor cost per 
unit was decreased. 

The campaigns of the labor unions for 
an 18%-cent raise came only after cuts 
in working hours made it impossible 
for workers to live on their wages. This 
increase did not make up for the loss of 
overtime, the increase in the cost of 
living and the higher production per 
man-hour. 

Concentration of industry, monopoly, 
made it possible for big business to 
withhold its product from the market 
until it forced price concessions from 
the Government and nearly brought 
about the end of price control. The 
new OPA bill is almost as bad as no 
control. Working people can expect no 
real] roll-back of prices from the bank- 
er, bureaucrat and manufacturer ap- 
pointed. by Truman to “decontro!l” 
prices. Hoarding by manufacturers to 
force prices upward finally got so bad 
that the Government had to take ac- 
tion to help prevent it. 

None of the articles appearing in the 
daily papers accusing labor of high 
wages makes any mention of expected 
profits, which industry hopes will be 
above 10 billion dollars this year, in 
spite of strikes and lack of materials 
and even before the OPA was weakened. 
Because of these reasons, it is hard for 
us to understand why labor is accused 
of causing price rises and not profit 
rises. 

It is also hard to understand why the 
NAM was 80 anxious to kill OPA when 
we have evidence of a price rise of 27 
per cent being granted in one instance, 
16.5 per cent in another industry. In 
fact, the steel industry refused to grant 
wage raises until after it had received 
the price it wished. 

All higher prices, whether on manu- 
factured goods, food, or clothing, were 
not caused by labor.

Weapon Against Famine 


In the world today, one-third of mankind goes 
hungry while food surpluses plague many re- 
gions. The UN's Food and Agriculture Organi- 
zation proposes to correct this situation with an 
“ever-normal granary,” an agency to fill the 
deficits with the surpluses. 

Some such plan is long overdue. Since sepa- 
rate national managements have failed to yield 
a tolerable solution, the FAO logically proposes 
international action, 


The United States, Canada, Australia, Argen- 
tina and other parts of the Western Hemisphere 
and the Antipodes produce staple foods and 
feeds far beyond their domestic’ requirements. 
The United Kingdom, Belgium and Holland, In- 
dia, China and others produce below their needs. 
It seems elementary sense that there should be 
a smoothly running complete exchange between 
the surplus and the deficit nations. 


Unfortunately, the exchange of food has been 
neither complete nor smooth under individual 
national management, The United States, for 
example, uses taxpayers’ money to buy and 
hoard our surpluses, When that becomes too 
burdensome, we dump a part overseas; the tax- 
payer then pays the farmer an export subsidy 
to make up the difference between his artifi- 
cially high price and the lower price he must 
meet from competing nations. 


Part of our surpluses are given away. Some- 
times we do it frankly, as in UNRRA relief. In 
the past, we gave away large parts under the 
fiction of loans (again largely at taxpayers’ ex- 
pense) for which we would not accept repay- 
ment in kind—the only way the debtors could 
pay. Thus our food surpluses have cost us 
dearly—not only in money but, far worse, in 
the hostility of those nations against which we 
have unfairly used our superior financial power 
in competition. 

In contrast, the FAO plan seems distinctly 
superior. An international board financed 
(much as the World Bank and Stabilization 
Fund are) by subscriptions of member nations 
would buy supplies when world prices fell be- 
low an agreed minimum and sell when they 
exceeded an agreed maximum. The greater part 
of the board's operations should thus be made 
self-supporting. 

The plan also frankly proposes sales at cut 
prices to needy countries—such as, for example, 
India and China, To that extent, it would incur 
a deficit. However, its deficit would clearly be 
less than the aggregate customary losses of the 
nations when they engage separately in surplus 
disposal operations. 


For, under the proposed new plan, our en- 
tire exportable surplus would be sold. We 
would be compensated to the full value for a 
large part and partially compensated for the 
rest. There is no world food surplus. In con- 
trast, a bushel of wheat or bale of cotton in do- 
mestic storage eats itself up with interest and 
warehouse charges in a few years. If we go on 
with nationalistic hoarding, our taxpayers will 
be stuck, with a virtually complete loss. 

If, instead, we adopt nationalistic dumping to 
the detriment of competitors who cannot match 
our, taxpayers’ means in that cut-throat game, 
we write a roster of nations which hate us. 


The Post-Dispatch has previously : discussed ’ 


the need of international agreements for the 
just and orderly disposal of surplus-produced 
commodities, Such agreements are an indis- 
pensable prelude to peaceful world trade. And 
when we go that far, as we surely will if we heed 
the lesson from the recent past, the international 
“ever normal granary” should follow almost as 
a matter of course, 

When the nations realized that currency sta- 
bilization and the more hazardous areas of in- 
ternational credit are global tasks, they formed 
global machinery to cope with them. Now that 
food surpluses and deficits are so clearly a 
global concern, why not adopt an analagous 
machinery of exchange? 
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A Good Start 


The Foreign Service Act of 1946, passed in the 
final days of the session of Congress just ended, 
provides a framework for a better American 
Foreign Service, as William L. Shirer states in 
his column on the page opposite this today. 
Among other things, the act increases the sal- 
aries of ambassadors from $17,500 to $25,000 a 
year and increases the salaries of ministers and 
others of the nearly 11,000 persons on the For- 
eign Service payroll proportionately. 


The top Foreign Service salary of $25,000 a 
year is not too impressive alongside the $70,000 
tax-free salary of the British Ambassador in 
Washington, but it is a start in the right direc- 
tion. It was absurd for this nation so long to 
limit the field from which our top diplomats 
could be selected to millionaires or husbands of 
heiresses. The best talent we can find for our 
Foreign Service will not be too good in the 
years ahead. 
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Mr. Simpson’s Chance to Win 

Is Representative Walter C. Ploeser “in 
again? If he can win nearly 2-to-1 after several 
thousand Democrats and independents voted in 
the Republican primary against him, does his 
Democratic opponent, Henry W. Simpson, have 
a chance? Ploeser supporters say no, but the 
figures do not speak so surely, 

Ploeser had 53 per cent of the total primary 
vote—Democratic and Republican—in both 1944 
and 1946. He was elected in November, 1944, 
with 52 per cent—by about 8000 votes in 215,000 
cast, If such oversimplified history repeats, a 
shift of 5000 votes to Simpson would beat him. 


The actual outcome depends on three princi- 
pal factors. First, a light vote—that is, one 
heavily weighted with St. Louis County “regu- 
lars”——would be a sure Ploeser victory. Second, 
it is an open question whether the bogy of Simp- 
son's PAC backing or the unpalatable facts of 
Ploeser's record will sway the more voters in a 
district where the divergence of opinion runs 
to widest extremes. 

Third and most important, the outcome rests 
with Candidate Simpson. Ploeser, a marked man 
with three terms behind him) can do little to 
improve his chances beyond working up enthusi- 
asm among his bush-beaters and voter-haulers. 
Simpson, the challenger, could do a great deal. 
He can discuss Ploeser’s record with damaging 
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effect. Much more important, he can show what 
he offers instead. 

The primary proved that Ploeser cannot be 
beaten by votes against him. But, with the 
anyone-but-Ploeser vote to start with, he could 
be beaten by someone whom citizens in num- 
bers wanted to vote for. Let us hope that Simp- 
son can fill that bill. 
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What Hope in House Rules? 


Chairman Sabath of the House Rules Com- 
mittee seems to be over-optimistic when he says 
that with the departure of Representative 
Slaughter of Missouri, purged by President Tru- 
man in the Democratic primary this week, his 
committee no longer will be controlled by 
Southerners. 

Of the 12 present members of the committee, 
the Truman Administration can count on only 
three usually, and on four some of the time. 
Since a tie vote can block consideration of a bill, 
the Administration needs seven members of the 
Rules Committee in order to break the log-jam, 
and its opponents can have their Way by a vote 
of six. 

If a stanch administration supporter takes 
Slaughter's place, the Administration will have 
at best five members of the committee. If Rep- 
resentative Smith of Virginia moves up to the 
Senate, as it is rumored he may try to do, the 
Senate's loss will be the House Rules Commit- 
tee’s gain, but it will still be one vote—and 
sometimes two votes—short of enough to swing 
the balance. 

It may be true that, as Mr. Sabath says, the 
Southerners will no longer control the commit- 
tee, but it appears that the reactionaries will, 
through continued coalition of the Republican 
members and Southern Democratic obstruction- 
ists. While elation at any improvement is par- 
donable, it should be held in mind that the 
Rules Committee has a long way to go towards 
democracy. The surest way to Americanize it is 
not through change in personnel, which will 
change again, but through removal of its 
despotic powers. 
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Without Hysteria 

Maybe the people of Savannah, Georgia, had 
had their fill of race-cult nonsense in the re- 
cent nomination of Eugene Talmadge as Gov- 
ernor. Whatever the reason, they behaved like 
very civilized human beings when a 17-year-old 
white girl reported that she had been attacked 
by two Negroes, who, she said, also had killed 
her companion, a Navy veteran. 

All of the ingredients of a lynching seemed 
to be present—but no lynching happened. 

Instead, law enforcement officers conducted 
an orderly investigation and discovered that the 
girl's story did not check with the facts. Her 
escort had indeed been killed, but not, appar- 
ently, in the manner described by the girl. A 
physician who examined the girl said she could 
not have been criminally assaulted. Ryan or- 
dered the girl held in jail. 

By this routine, but just, handling of a crim- 
inal incident the people and the public officials 
of Savannah have added dignity and stature to 
the state of Georgia—a state that is going to 
need it all, as soon as Talmadge and his “wool- 
hat” boys take over the State House. 


An Important Appointment 

The new State Board of Training Schools will 
meet next week in Jefferson City to select a 
director for the three state training schools, at 
Boonville, Chillicothe and Tipton. The position 
of director, like the board itself, was created 
under the new State Constitution, which wisely 
separates the training schools from the state 
penal system under the Department of Correc- 
tion. 

In the three institutions, there are about 500 
boys and girls, from eight years of age up- 
ward, Many of them were put in the institu- 
tions because their parents and their communi- 
ties did not care enough to provide thei with a 
decent chance to develop into useful adult 
citizens. : 

In theory, the training schools should give 
them that chance. In fact, the miserably inade- 
quate system of education at the training schools 
stops at the eighth grade—although many of the 
children are of high school age and beyond. 
Releases from the training schools are regu- 
lated by a “merit system” of dubious value. 
Education and parole procedures need a thor- 


. ough overhauling. 


The director to be selected next week can 
and should provide that overhauling. The kind 
of a director selected is, therefore, of the great- 
est importance—not only to the 500 “forgotten 
children,” but to the state as a whole. 

It would be most unfortunate if the position 
of director were to be looked upon as just an- 
other political job. Neither political pressure 
nor personal preference should be allowed to 
interfere with the selection of the best man, who 
should have the highest qualifications. 


Strategy on the East Side 

Monday is D-Day under the smoke screen of 
the East Side. On that day, an engineer for the 
Coal Producers’ Committee for Smoke Abate- 
ment of Cincinnati will lead 20 other engineers 
in a boilermakers’ blitzkrieg. They will go over 
the top, of chimneys at least, and into the jaws 
of flue pipes. 

The enemy is smoke, and the objective is to 
make smoke less smoky. 

Since East St. Louis has rejected St. Louis's 
method for getting rid of smoke, a more subtle 


’ attack was necessary. This one is extra-subtle. 


It calls for a pincers movement. First the as- 
sorted smokologists will encourage the use of 
firing methods which usually produce smoke but 
aren't supposed to. Then they will encourage 
the use of Illinois coal, 

Under the banners of double entendre, they 
march out to clear the air. 

Maybe that is why a Cincinnat! commando 
has been called in. He is a resident of a smoky 
city and a coal producers’ champion. He knows 
what smoke looks like; he knows where it comes 
from. The generalship fits the campaign. And 
on D-Day plus six smoke palls, we expect the 
first communique. 

It should report what the scurrying Nazi Army 
used to call “a planned and successful movement 
to previously prepared positions.”

Europe’s Children 


The Mirror 


War left embittered starving children across a continent, traveler 
reports; orphans number in thousands while mortality is appall- 


of ing; survivors are tough and suspicious of adults; their chief

obsession is food, but they also reveal a youthful fever for learning. 


Zelda Popkin in the Ladies’ Home Journal 


All Europe is tired—all but its children. 
A profound exhaustion, physical, emotion- 
al, weighs down the Continent. But the 
milk-white, spindle-shanked children who 
have lived through air raids and artillery 
fire, hunger and homelessness, terror and 
torture, now run and play, study lessons. 
They even laugh. 


Despite all they have gone through and 
still must endure, they are children. Call 
it a miracle, but in that faet lies the hope 
of the world. 


You find that the quality which senti- 
mentalists call the innocence of childhood 
is gone. They are “wise cookies’; wise in 
a terrible fashion, aged in a world where 
lies and cunning, even desperate violence, 
were ways of survival. Like 12-year-old 
Paul, whom I met in an orphanage in 
Paris, who, when I first asked him his 
name, looked me up and down shrewdly: 
“Which name do you want?” 


From the English Channel to the new 
Russian frontier, children of all ages are 
in the black markets, buying and selling. 
Homeless, parentiess children roam the 
highways, sometimes alone, sometimes in 
pairs, sometimes in gangs. Yet, oddly 
enough, there is nothing in records at 
present available in any country of Europe 
to indicate that the proportions of juvenile 
crime are more widespread or serious than 
in the past, in years after war. 


Immediate Physical Needs 


The greatest immediate problems Eur- 
ope’s children present are the physical 
ones: food and shelter for millions of 
orphans, repair of the ravages of years of 
starvation, and forestalling new ravages in 
this famine year, 


Figures and facts indicate the numerical 
enormity of the problems: Poland alone 
estimates that she has 400,000 full orphans 
and 700,000 half orphans; Yugoslavia, 500,- 
000. The infant-mortality rate is appalling. 
Only half of the babies born in Europe 
today have a chance of survival. 


In other thousands of European children 
lie deep wells of bitterness that have not 
been plumbed and will not be purified 
for years, possibly never. There is the 
story of a 10-year-old girl who had seen 
her parents murdered, found a hand gren- 
ade, and with it killed three Nazi officers. 


Fear-Ridden by Their Past 


When you are an 8-year-old girl who has 
hidden a wounded American flyer in the 
atraw of the barn and stood inches from 
him, denying his existence to the Gestapo, 
you are not easily convinced lying ia evil. 
Telling a lie, belng cunning, bold, ruthless 
and hard, is the way you save lives, save 
your own. The moral confusion of west- 
ern Europe's children is naturally intensi- 
fied among those who suffered the worst 
of the Nazi persecutions. 


Going east, you meet the concentration- 
camp children, fear-ridden by their past; 
and the defeated children, tormented by 
dread of their future. 

The former group is numerically small. 
Figures current in Paris estimated that 
only 60,000 Jewish children out of a prewar 
1,500,000 are alive in continental Europe, 
outside of the Soviet Union. Pitifully few 
are under 10. No work could be got from 
babies, The ovens and gas chambers re- 
ceived them. 


Those who remain are the strong and 


‘ 


lusty and clever, an aristocracy, in a 
sense, and aware that they are. Relief 
workers report that, as they tell their ex- 
periences, they recognize themselves as 
heroes and heroines, have a strong urge 
to build themselves into legend. 


Children from one camp are so intensely 
loyal to one another that they will fight, 
even kill, to protect a child of their group. 
Their familles are gone. One another is 
all they have in this world, 


Working with them calls for Infinite 
patience and understanding that can 
measure the insecurity behind their defi- 
ance. They are distrustful of adults and 
adult promises. Food, bread especially, is 
an obsession. They cannot be convinced 
that there will again be enough at the 
next meal, or that there will be a next 
meal. Long deprived of cleanliness, they 
have a passion for bathing, for washing 
their clothes. And a fever for learning. 


Problem of Adolescents 


The same passion for learning is in the 
German children as well. Up to last De- 
cember, 1,648,883 children between 6 and 
14, all but about 250,000 of the school 
population, were back at their studies in 
the American zone, That represented an 
astounding achievement for Military Gov- 
ernment’s Education Division. They had 
had to find buildings and teachers and 
get rid of books perverted by Nazidom. 


The problem group are the adolescents, 
whom Hitler and Baldur von Schirach had 
promised a glorious world. The older 
boys and girls roam the streets, They are 
bitter, confused. Aware that they are 
despised—a thing youth cannot endure— 
they speak to one another with contemptu- 
ous bitterness: “Oh, you, you're only a 
German.” 


One of the wisest directives of our occu- 
pation authorities last winter was that 
ordering our troops to teach democracy to 
German youth by demonstration, to in- 
doctrinate politically through sports and 
companionship rather than by chewing 
gum and PX candy bars. 


Relief Work for Peace 


GI leadership has been provided; athletic 
equipment made available; thousands of 
German youngsters have learned baseball, 
football and soccer and American ideals 
of sportsmanship. Under Military Govern- 
ment’ supervision, church groups have be- 
gun organization of youth, without uni- 
forms or political discussion. These groups 
combine cultural activities — dramatics, 
music, handicrafts, folk dancing—with vo- 
cational instruction and community re- 
he bilitation. 


In this task of ideological reconversion, 
the American Red Cross worked side by 
side with the Army. After a superlative 
job in the city of Aachen, an A.R.C. civil- 
ian worker was told by the town citizens: 
“We cannot thank you enough for what 
you have done for our children.” 

She answered, “I haven't done this for 
the children of Aachen. I have done it 
for the future peace of the world.”

The Red Dialectic 


MARXISM AND THE DEMOCRATIC TRADITION. by 
A. Landy. (International Publishers, New York.) 
The author of this book attempts to show 

that the origin and development of democ- 

racy and communism prove an organic 
relation between the two. This conclusion 

is rested on two general propositions: (1) 

That the great democratic movements of 

the last few centuries have all involved a 

communistic element which has in vary- 

ing degrees spearheaded the attack: and 

(2) That the historical objectives and 

characteristics of democracy coincide 

closely with those of classical communism. 

In this view, to illustrate, the Jacksonian 
movement in this country was a precursor 
of communism because of the vital sup- 
port it received from the awakened “pro- 
letariat,” and because it was aimed at re- 
strictions on capitalistic enterprise and at 
greater economic security for the people. 

In this view again, because the develop- 
ment of democracy has involved progres- 
sive limitations on property rights, com- 
munism, which aims at the ultimate abo- 
lition of such rights, is merely its logical 
extension. Similarly, the dictatorship of 
the proletariat is not incompatible with the 
democratic tradition because, after all, the 
ultimate aim of that dictatorship is the 
complete abolition of classes. 

* * 

There is much that is interesting and 
considerable that is valid in the argument. 
Although one can imagine the roar Jack- 
son would emit on being claimed as a fel- 
low-traveler, it is probably well to be 
reminded that our democratic leaders have 
historically needed the prodding of a “rad- 
ical” element. 

Moreover, it certainly behooves us toe 
remember that true democracy consists of 
something more than universal suffrage. 
But it is equally true, and more important, 
that democracy (which incidentally Mr. 
Landy never essays to define) consists of 
more than economic equality, and it is 
here that Mr. Landy’s plea founders. 

Despite its emphasis on philosophical 
humanism, communism does not convince 
ingly preach, and in Russia it certainly 
never has practiced, those individual] lib- 
erties of speech, worship and the like with- 
out which democracy is possible. Even 
the Stalin Constitution of 1936, which Mr. 
Landy characterizes as representing “the 
achievement of full democracy tn practice,” 
paid only lip service to these concepts, and 
certainly no one would be expected to be- 
lieve that they were ever made actualities. 
We judge doctrines, like men, by worka, 
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Mr. Landy is obviously a party-line au- 
thor and he makes little effort to disguise 
the propagandist character of his book, 
aside from his pseudo-historical approach. 

What such writers fail to realize, seem- 
ingly, is that most men want to believe 
there is a perfect economic system, and 
want to watch the communistic experiment 
with sympathy, but that they will not 
stomach claims which are neither demon- 
strated nor demonstrable, much less those 
which are demonstrably false. 

What the Communist party does not 
realize, seemingly, is that if it wants. to 
establish the compatibility of its system 
with democracy, there is at hand a much 
simpler method than historical disserta- 
tions—-that is, the simple practice of the 
more elementary democratic principles.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 9 (AP)— 
President Truman told a group 
of youthful students of Govern- 
ment today that he believes the 
American republic is “good for 
a thousand years.” 

“When people ask what the 
Government of the United States 
is, it is you,” he told the boys, 
drawn here from all parts of the 
country by the American Legion. 

“The government is the people, 
We only represent what we be- 
lieve to be the opinion of the 
majority of the people. When I 
act as President of the United 
States, when we act as Senators, 
when we act as Congressmen, we 
are merely expressing what we 
believe to be the: views of the 
majority. 

“When the majority is over- 
turned, the other fellow gets a 
chance to express his views, And 
that is what constitutes a re- 
public.”

The Agriculture Department re- 
ported that Aug. 1 conditions indi- 
cated record-breaking crops of 
3,496,820,000 bushels of corn and 
1,160,366,000 bushels of wheat. 

This corn estimate compares 
with 3,487,976,000 bushels indicated 
on July 15, with 3,018,410,000 pro- 
duced last year and with a 10-year 
(1935-44) average of 2,608,499,000 
bushels. The previous record crop 
was 3,203,310,000 bushels produced 
in 1944, . 

The forecast on wheat compared 
with 1,132,075,000 bushels indicated 
on July 15, with 1,123,143,000 bush- 
ela in 1945, and with a 10-year av- 
erage of 843,692,000. The 1945 crop 
was the largest of record up to 
that time. 

The winter wheat crop was indl- 
cated at 879,984,000 bushels com- 
pared with 865,465,000 forecast for 
mid-July, with 823,177,000 last year 
and 618,019,000 for the 10-year av- 
erage, 

The spring wheat crop was fore- 
cast at 280,472,000 bushels, com- 
pared with 266,610,000 for mid-July, 
with 299,966,000 last year anfl with 
a 10-year average of 225,673,000. 
The durum wheat crop was 
placed at 35,142,000 bushels, com- 
pared with 26,089,000 for July 1, 
with 35,020,000 produced last year 
and 31,900,000 for the 10-year aver- 
age.

Onis »: when we're busy, a couple of weeks 


slip by without our going on an exploring 

expedition around Possum Trot, Then some 

sunny morning Mama will clear breakfast away

Their 

saddle-bags were packed, bed-rolls strapped to 

luggage carriers and in, their pockets were a 

dozen home-addressed postcards on which to keep 

us informed of their progress, Their destinations 

were vague, their timing uncertain—and I 

couldn’t resist a twinge of wishing I were 
young enough to go along with them. 

Well, there was no sleeping after that de- 
parture. So we sat on the terrace with a second 
cup of coffee, enjoying the long morning 
shadows and the sunlight on the hills across 
the river, and thought of the things we should 
be doing. Then we thought of the previous 
day's fine rain which had brought the water 
in the pond back to six feet again, of ripe 
tomatoes and roasting ears waiting to be 
picked in the garden. We decided to let things 
go at the house, stop to survey the vegetables 
and then hike over to the pond. Randy and 
Chipper, as we headed toward the pen, greeted 
us with enthusiasm—Randy with short, sharp 
barks and Chipper with wigglings which ran 
from her head to the end of her stubby tail.

SOMETIMES I feel sort of ashamed of this 
year’s vegetable garden which, simply for lack 
of time, doesn’t compare with those of other 
seasons. We planted two dozen tomatoes in 
place of the usual 150. But instead of just 
planting them, I dug deep holes and worked in 
a couple of forks of well-rotted chicken manure 
under each plant. The vines not only came 
through the long dry spell, but have kept that 
dark green color which bespeaks a healthy 
plant. They've grown high above their stakes 
and are loaded with fruit in every stage of 
ripening. We stopped to pick a half basket 
of the choicest and put additional ties on the 
vines where they were needed. An armful of 
Golden Bantam corn was added. The string 
beans needed picking, but we decided they 
could go until tomorrow, along with the beets 
and okra.

IT WAS WARM in the valley, as the sun 
climbed higher, but not hot enough to be un- 
comfortable. As we crossed the creek, a great 
blue heron rose from the pond and went flap- 
ping off toward the river. It was almost fully 
grown but atill retained the plumage of the 
young bird which is white with a slate-blue 
cast. Evidently he had been fishing for frogs 
in the pond although these herons often come 
into the fields to hunt for gophers, field mice 
and grasshoppers. We got a thrill out of 
watching the big fellow, for he was the first 
we've observed coming to the pond. Now we're 
hoping for another good rain which will fill it 


to the brim, so we can get the aquatic growth > 


started around the edges. As always, dragon 
flies darted above the water, criss-crossing back 
and forth in their constant search for food, 
Chipper, becoming an excellent retriever, didn’t 
wait for a stick to be thrown but waded in and 
came back carrying a small stick of her own 
choice. Then Randy came leaping through the 
field and plunged in like an amphibious tank, 
swimming round and round and snapping up 
drinks of water on the way. There's a big dif- 
ference between the aquatic style of the cocker, 
which swims with all four feet and her hind 
end high in the water—and the setter, which 
swims with a typical “dog paddle”, propelling 
himself mainly-.with his front feet. 
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A PAIR of kilideer flew across the field and 
up along the ridge we heard the “cree—cree” of 
the red-tailed hawk. I studied him carefully 
through the glasses as he soared toward us and 
discovered that he was minus several primary 
wing feathers and had a wide gap in his tail; 
doubtless from having been shot at by some 
farmer or by a so-called sportsman, There’s no 
doubt that once in a while this hawk catches an 
unwary pullet, but his diet consists mostly of 
mice, gophers and other small rodents, His com- 
mon name of “chicken hawk” is almost totally un- 
deserved, his value as a rodent eater is tremen- 
dous and it is a pity most farmers still brand 
him asa predator. As for the hunter, every good 
sportsman knows that only the goshawk, sharp- 
shin and Cooper's hawk are harriers and that 
the others pay their way by keeping rodents 
down on the bird range. But too many hunters 
still don’t know one hawk from another—and 
shoot at every one they see on general principles.

WE'RE ALWAYS SURPRISED to find so 


many flowers blooming at this season, although 
few of them have the delicacy of the spring blos- 
soms. There's the tall, blue bell-flower, wild 
carrot, trumpet vine, chicory, early aster and the 
big family of yellow daisies to which belong the 
black-eyed susan, false sunflower and tall cone- 
flower. Aways there is a stranger or two that 
we don’t recognize and must bring home for 
identification. So we climb the hill with our 
vegetables for dinner and hear the sound of 
church bells, far off up the valley, And we can- 
not help wondering on this peaceful Sunday 
morning why man in his struggle toward civiliza- 
tion has been unable to solve the two problems 
he must solve if he is ever to reach that state. 
These are how to live at peace with his fellow 
men and with nature, But the last must come 
first, since only from nature can weelearn the 
deeper laws of co-operation which underlie to- 
day's jungle law of exploitation and the survival 
of the fittest.

N some parta of the country, 
fruit cobblers are baked with 
one crust and that is on the 
top. In other sections, it is made 


with both a bottom and top crust, 


while in still other localities, the 
bottom crust is large enough to 
come up the sides and about haif 
way over the top, leaving the 
fruit exposed in the center. When 
a round baking dish is used, such 
as a skillet, the large outer rim 
of the dough naturally folds 
back over the fruit in a ripple or 
ruffie, and, when baked, produces 
a really beautiful effect. All of 
these desserts are delicious and 
interesting and are all different 
in eating quality. When crust is 
on the top, all of it is crisp, That 
on the bottom is partly crisp and 
partly waxy. Some cobbler crusts 
are plain pastry, others are rich 
biscuit dough, while others are 
biscuit dough plus egg. All kinds 
are delicious desserts and, when 
carefully made of fresh fruit, are 
the finest of dessert. A fine cob- 
bler well filled with juicy fruit 
sweetened just right will never 
fail to pleare,

Drop by large tablespoonfuls on 
top of peaches; spread slightly to 
cover. Bake in a hot over (450 
degrees F.) for 15: to 20 minutes 
until top is well browned and 
peaches are hot through. Spoon 
out into individual serving dishes. 
Serve warm with cream, Four 
servings.

Now, going back to her 
other home, her husband and 
daughter, discover the _ lipstick 
acribbling, and wonder what it 
means, The search for her, with 
the lipstick scrawl as the only 
clue, becomes a fascinating sort of 
exploration into the highways and 
byways of the land. 


The denoument of the search, 
with its juxtaposition of the sym- 
bols of the crucifix and the rose, 
is not only dramatically satisfying 
to a moviegoer, but is said to have 
been “checked” and vouched for, 
in its accuracy, by leading psychi- 
atrists who were consultants in the 
making of the film. 


Stewart Granger plays th? Gyp- 
sy. Others in the cast include Pa- 
tricia Roc, Peter Glenville, Nancy 
Price and Jean Kent. These names 
are unknown to our audiences, 
but are artistic and boxoffice top- 
notchers in Great Britain. Inci- 
dentally, as may have been in- 
ferred “Madonna of the Seven 
Moons” is definitely not a picture 
for children. 

& * * 

“Night and Day,” at the Ambas- 
sador, is.supposed to be based on 
the career of Cole Porter, the 
music composer and writer of 
lyrics. If you look at the movie 
from the point of view of what 
it will tell you of Porter, the 
movie is a four-star bust. What 
it tells you of Porter's life, with 
all*the things that should go into 
an honest, apirited and conscien- 
tious biography, is mostly wrong, 
wet and phoney, no more inform- 
ative than if the picture were 
about “Joe Doakes.” This is be- 
cause of the superficiality of the 
approach to Porter's ideas, the ex- 
cessive sentimentality and genera! 
schmaltziness of the approach to 
his “personal” life, such as the 
romance and travails of his mar- 
riage, and because of the need 
the moviemakers almost always 
feel, in the presence of a noted 
man’s biography, to fix the deck, 
tilt the machine, and, in short to 
manufacture dramatic climaxes 
that will give audiences vicarious 
thrills in line with what the 
moviemakers imagine audiences 
want in thrills. Porter, himself, 
must either have shuddered when 
he saw this film or gone off into 
salvos of laughter. 

But why quibble over inaccu- 
racies or distortions? First thing 
you know, one gets accused of 
taking movie biographies serious- 
ly. The film, judging by audience 
reaction, is entertaining, and a 
number of Porter songs are 
sung, including “Begin the Be- 
guine” and “I’ve Got You Under 
My Skin.” That's enough. So 
far as this reviewer is concerned, 
the one really wonderful spot in 
the whole picture is the appear- 
ance, for a couple of minutes 
only, of Mary Martin singing “My 
Heart Belongs to Daddy.” Ginny 
Simms did well too in Porter 
songs. You had to wse your 
imagination to think of Grant, 
with his English accent, as a 
native of Indiana. Monty Wool- 
ley played himself, Alexis Smith 
played Porter's wife. 


“Young Widow,” at the Orph- 
eim, stars Jane Russell, 

Miss Russell, playing the title 
part, does a straight acting job 
and does not rely unduly on the 
physical attributes that had been 
exploited in “The Outlaw,” the 
Howard Hughes picture in which 
she made her only previous film 
appearance, As an actress she 
does a pretty fair job. She 
seems to have an understanding 
of her limitations and dogs not 
try to act what she is, as yet, 
technically unable to put across, 
The impression she created, there- 
fore, was wholly favorable. 

The plot has Miss Russell's 
husband killed in a flight over 
Berlin, The young widow, deeply 
in love, goes through a period of 
grief. When the first intense 
pangs of grief have subsided, she 
fancies that love for her is fin- 
ished. Along comes Louis Hay- 
ward, a flying lieutenant, to per- 
suade her that a second love is 
possible. Contributing comedy 
bits are Marie Wilson and Penny 
Singleton.

METEOR WILL BE AIR TRAFFIC 
PERIL OF FUTURE, A.A.F. SAYS 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 9 (UP) 
The air traffic hazard of the fu- 
ture, the Army Alir Forces aaid 
today, will be a meteor. The 
A. A. F. is constructing rockets 
that will heach heights of about 
130 miles. When the time comes 
that such rockets are piloted, the 
A. A. F. said, the pilots will spend 
a good deal of their time dodging 
meteors. 

Millions of meteors ranging 
from microscopic size to “gigan. 
lic proportions” bombard = the 
earth's atmosphere daily, the Air 
Force pointed out, although moet 
of them are burned out by the 
friction of the atmosphere before 
they reach the lower levels. 

The A. A. F. believes it has the 
answer to the problem in radar.
